Freewaymen Still Haven’t 
Justified Project Here 


Well, the freewaymen came to town last week and 
made their first pitch, explaining that there would in time 
be a great need for a freeway from east to west in Menlo 
Park, and maintaining that the proposed Willow-Sand Hill 
link was going to be needed “because of local traffic prob- 


lems.” 

What they didn’t say was that freeways generate traffic 
problems as well as help “cure” them. 

If you bulldoze a 200-foot swath through the town’s 
residential areas, you force a lot of people to move away 
from there. 

These people might well move to one end of the free- 
way. And zoning practices being what they are it’s entirely 
possible that the places of employment where these people 
worked might well be at the end end of the freeway. 

Th freeway builders have created structures that will 
move an a\vful lot of cars. The cars have always seemed 
to be there at about the same moment as completion of the 
freeway is announced. 

After this phenomenon has been observed often 
enough, it should occur to somebody that freeways aren't 
the entire answer to traffic problems not only because of 
the theoretical case cited above but because there’s no way 
to get across a freeway except at selected points and this 
requires long, circuitous driving. 

There are other problems — parking is one that comes 
to mind first — which are related to traffic movement. 

Maybe the need for a freeway is so overwhelming that 
these considerations must be set aside. But in the present

Garbage and Such Finally 
Proves to Be Useful 


Through the years, several schemes have been pre- 
sented for reclaiming bayside land. 

One of them, now in operation near here, seems to 
have a better chance of success than most. 

We refer, of course, to the South San Mateo county 
Garbage and Refuse Disposal District’s “fill and cover” 
operation at the east end of Marsh Road. 

Though in operation for only a few months, it has 
raised the level of land at the dump site from sea level to a 
good distance above. And while a parcel of several acres 
has thus been created, the district finds _ itself 
“crowded” on that particular site. 

There can only be so many non-objectionable uses for 
the refuse of our civilization. Using the debris for “fill and 
cover” operations seems to be one of the best of them.

Pressure on Family 


The big news in Menlo Park 
for the next several months or 
years is apt to be the continu- 
ing assault on the character of 
the community — that which 
identifies Menlo Park as a “sin- 
gle-family residence” town. 

The assault is moving along 
on several fronts. 

The one most apparent at 
the present time is that of the 
proposed Willow-Sand Hill 
Road link which, if realized, 
will probably cut a wide swath 
through some part of town. 

Since single-family residen- 
tial real estate is less expen- 
sive than apartment house, 
industrial or commercial real 
estate, the Division of High- 
ways can be expected to con- 
sider routing their roads 
through residential areas, ra- 
ther than the latter kind. 

Another area of assault is 
the commercial one. 

Hardly a month goes by that 
the city planning commission 
or its staff does not hear a new 
request, in which somebody 
comes forth with a proposal 
that another residential area 
be “rezoned” for commercial 
use. 

At present the latter attack 
is being pressed by profession- 
al people such as doctors, who 
have found that Menlo Park is 
relatively short of office space. 

Such people can’t afford to 
pay commercial rent on the 
same basis that a retail mer- 
chant, for instance, can, and 
they don’t need the location a 
merchant does. 

From their point of view 
an office on the fringe of the 
business district would be 
ideal — except that the only 
kind of development now in 
existence on the fringes of 
the business district are resi- 
dential in character. 


Board Postpones 
Action on 
Teacher Walkout 


The Portola Valley School 
Board will delay action on a 
May 26 student-teacher walk- 
out until October, when it ex- 
pects an outside study report 
on the subject. 

The trustees voted 4-0 Mon- 
day night to review a report 
by the California Teachers As- 
sociation Ethics Commission 
before making any move.

get the price of a new house, 
by selling his old one if it 
was in an apartment house 
zone. 


Thus, persons who either 
owned their homes outright, 
or who were relatively well 


along in paying off the mort- 
gage, were apt to resist the 
blandishments of developers 
who wanted to buy their land, 
bulldoze the house into obliv- 
ion and construct apartments. 

This balance may no longer 
be effective in some parts of 
the city. 

Industrial development thus 
far hasn’t been much of a 
threat to the city’s single-fami- 
ly residential zones. 

Most of the city’s areas in 
which factories and warehous- 
ers are located, and also the ci- 
ty’s professional - industrial 
zones, were developed as such 
from the ground up. They nev- 
er displaced any houses. 

In many cases, in fact, the 
professional office owners 
and single-family residence 
owners have a lot in common. 

An example of this was the 
fact that, a year or so back, 
executives in the Linfield 
Oaks professional-administra- 
tive zone found themselves 
complaining that they didn’t 
feel further “apartment- 
house encroachment” on 
their zone was necessary. 

With the exception of the 
freeway, the sole determinant 
of where pressure for “more 
intensive land use” develops, is 
money. 

Fortunes have been made, 
and lost, by speculators and in- 
vestors who thought they knew 
how the pattern of develop- 
ment was going to go, and put 
themselves in hock in order to 
buy land accordingly. 

The freeway builders appar- 
ently feel differently. 

They try to balance ultimate 


usefulness — as they under- 
stand the term — with land 
costs. 


While these pressures, mean- 
while, are threatening the sin- 
gle-family residential areas of 
Menlo Park, they don’t seem 
to have caused much trouble 
in Atherton. 

With a long-standing policy 
of tolerating nothing but sin- 
gle-family homes, the Atherton 
government seems to have its 
defenses pretty well intact. 

You've got to want to live 
in such an atmosphere badly 
enough to pay the price and if 
you're that devoted to single- 
family residential living, you 
have an investment that you’ll 
want to protect. 

No others, it would appear, 
need apply.
